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Director’s  Message 

by  Ed  Reiter 

By  the  numbers. 

That’s  how  entries  wall  be  submitted  - and 
judged  - in  this  year’s  NLG  Writers’  Competition. 

In  place  of  the  cumbersome  jumble  of  classes 
and  categories  used  in  our  annual  contest  for 
many  years,  we  decided  to  streamline  the  system 
this  year  and  assign  a different  number  to  each 
individual  category,  starting  with  Number  i for 
Book  of  the  Year  and  continuing  through  Number 
52  for  the  Clemy. 

The  sequence  of  categories  is  unchanged,  but 
we’ve  eliminated  the  complicated  - and  often 
confusing  - patchwork  of  Roman  numerals, 
numbers  and  letters  that  resulted  in  offputting 
designations  for  many  categories.  Thus,  entries 
for  Best  Article  on  Paper  Money  in  a Numismatic 
Newspaper  are  being  judged  this  year  in  Category 
28,  rather  than  Class  IV,  Category  13(c). 

We  anticipate  minor  problems  as  longtime 
contest  entrants  adjust  to  the  change,  but  we’re 
confident  the  new  approach  will  work  out  better 
for  everyone  - especially  by  cutting  down 
drastically  on  the  number  of  entries  submitted  in 
the  wrong  categories  (which  caused 
consternation  forjudges  and  had  the  potential  to 
cost  some  entrants  deserved  awards). 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Maurice  H.  Rosen, 
co-treasurer  of  the  Guild  and  a judge  in  our 
contest  for  many  years,  who  painstakingly 
adapted  the  old  rules  to  the  new  format.  He  did 
this  in  consultation  with  Scott  A.  Travers,  who 
has  served  as  contest  coordinator  for  more  than  a 
decade. 

This  is  the  kind  of  attention  to  detail  that 
makes  our  awards  so  meaningful  - to  the  point 
where  they’re  widely  regarded  today  as  the 
Pulitzers  of  numismatic  writing. 


The  rules  for  this  year’s  contest  appear  elsewhere 
in  this  issue  of  the  Newsletter,  and  also  are  scheduled 
to  be  posted  on  our  Web  site, 

www.numismaticliterarvguild.org.  I urge  you  to  read 
them  carefully  and  to  follow  the  directions 
scrupulously,  especially  in  regard  to  the  new 
numbering  system.  We’ll  do  our  best  to  correct 
obvious  mistakes  involving  the  numbering  - but 
entries  that  fail  to  conform  to  the  rules  (including 
correct  numbering)  will  nonetheless  be  subject  to 
disqualification. 

To  be  eligible  for  consideration  in  any  of  this  year’s 
categories,  entries  must  have  been  published  (or 
posted  on  the  Internet)  between  May  1,  2006  and 
April  30,  2007.  Three  copies  of  each  entry  must 
be  submitted,  and  each  copy  must  be 
accompanied  by  a cover  sheet  listing  the 
category  and  other  information  spelled  out  in 
the  rules. 

All  entries  must  be  received  no  later  than  June  22, 
2007.  They  should  be  sent  to  the  contest  coordinator 
at  the  following  address:  Scott  A.  Travers,  c/o  Sal 
Germano,  SGRC  Inc.,  625  Lafayette  Ave., 
Hawthorne,  NJ  07506.  The  address  is  the  same  as 
last  year. 

As  in  the  past,  entries  in  a number  of  categories 
will  be  judged  by  editors  and  other  well-qualified 
individuals  outside  the  numismatic  field.  This  will  not 
affect  the  manner  in  which  entries  are  submitted,  but 
it’s  all  the  more  reason  to  take  special  care  in 
preparing  a complete  cover  sheet,  as  required,  to 
accompany  each  copy  of  each  entry.  This  will  make 
the  judges’ job  much  easier  and  ensure  that  each 
entry  is  considered  in  the  proper  categor>\ 

Although  my  health  continues  to  be  touch-and-go. 
I’m  planning  at  this  point  to  be  in  Milwaukee  for  the 
ANA  convention,  and  hoping  to  see  many  of  you  at 
the  Bash  and  symposium,  both  of  which  are 
scheduled  on  Thursday,  Aug.  9. 

In  the  meantime,  I urge  you  to  submit  examples  of 
your  work  forjudging  in  the  Writers’  competition. 

And  don’t  forget  to  do  it  by  the  numbers.

Three  seats  on  the  NLG  Board  of 
Directors  will  be  filled  in  this  year’s  election. 
The  three  Board  members  currently  holding 
those  seats  all  are  eligible  for  reelection  and 
all  will  appear  on  the  ballot,  along  with  any 
other  candidates  who  are  members  in  good 
standing  and  submit  the  required 
nominations. 


Van  Ryzin,  editor  of  Coins  Magazine.  Both 
are  now  ser\  ing  their  second  two-year 
terms,  so  both  must  step  down  when  their 
terms  expire  next  year. 

Members  of  the  Board  oversee  NLG 
policy,  review  membership  applications  and 
submit  nominations  for  the  annual  Clemy 
Award. 


The  incumbents,  now  completing  two- 
year  terms,  are  Thomas  K.  DeLorey,  a 
longtime  coin  writer,  grader  and 
professional  numismatist;  Barbara  Gregory, 
editor  of  Numismatist,  the  ANA’s  official 
monthly  journal;  and  Dorothy  Harris, 
former  director  of  antiques  and  collectibles 
for  Random  House. 

Tom  DeLorey  and  Barbara  Gregory  both 
have  been  recipients  of  the  coveted  Clemy 
Award  - Barbara  having  received  it  just  last 
year  in  Denver  and  Tom  in  1999  - and  both 
have  been  NLG  stalwarts  for  many  years. 
Dottie  Harris  has  served  the  Guild  as  a 
contest  judge  and  symposium  speaker,  and 
has  taken  part  in  several  recent  Bashes  as  an 
award  presenter. 

Under  the  Guild’s  bylaws,  directors  must 
step  down  after  serving  two  consecutive  two- 
year  terms  but  can  return  to  the  Board  at  a 
later  date. 

If  no  other  nominations  are  received,  a 
single  ballot  will  be  cast  for  the  three 
incumbents.  If  there  is  a contest,  an  election 
will  be  held  by  mail. 

Any  prospective  candidate  must  submit 
nominating  statements  signed  by  three  NLG 
members  in  good  standing.  These  must  be 
received  no  later  than  June  22,  2007  and 
sent  to  Ed  Reiter,  Executive  Director,  12 
Abbington  Ter.,  Glen  Rock,  N.J.  07452.

AUDIO-VISUAL 


45.  RADIO 

Best  news  story,  feature  report  or  continuing  series  involving  numismatics.  Entries  must  include 
standard-size  audiocassette  of  story  or  feature  report  or  three  (3)  selections  from  continuing 
series,  accompanied  by  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  broadcast,  call  letters  and  location  of 
radio  station,  as  well  as  information  required  in  NLG  rules  listed  above.  Interview  segments  no 
longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

46.  AUDIO 

Best  audio  program  involving  numismatics,  but  non-broadcast.  Includes  audio  tracks  from 
numismatic  slide  shows,  educational  tapes,  audio  newsletters  and  other  presentations.  Entries 
must  include  standard-size  audiocassette,  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus 
information  required  in  NLG  rules  above.  Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

47.  TELEVISION 

Best  spot  news  story,  feature  report  or  continuing  series  involving  numismatics.  Entries  must 
include  standard-size  cassette  recording  of  television  broadcast  or  three  (3)  selections  from 
continuing  series.  Tape  must  be  either  half-inch  VHS  or  3/4-inch  professional  videocassette,  and 
must  be  accompanied  by  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  broadcast,  call  letters  and  location 
of  station,  plus  information  required  in  NLG  rules  above.  Intervdew  segments  no  longer  qualify 
for  this  category. 

48.  VIDEO  - NON-COMMERCIAL 

Best  non-broadcast  slide  film,  movie  film  or  videotape  presentation  involving  numismatics 
made  for  educational  purposes.  Entry  must  include  audio  as  well  as  visual  materials  - either 
written  script  or  soundtrack  of  film,  audio  or  video  cassette  used  in  presentation.  Entry  must  be 
accompanied  by  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information  required  by  NLG 
rules  above.  Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

49.  VIDEO  - COMMERCIAL 

Best  non-broadcast  slide  film,  movie  film  or  videotape  presentation  involving  numismatics 
made  to  promote  a company  or  product.  Entry  must  include  audio  as  well  as  visual  materials  - 
either  written  script  or  soundtrack  of  film,  audio  or  video  cassette  used  in  presentation.  Entry 
must  be  accompanied  by  written  statement  citing  date(s)  of  first  use,  plus  information  required 
by  NLG  rules  above.  Interview  segments  no  longer  qualify  for  this  category. 

SPECIAL  MEMORIAL  AWARDS 

50.  JAMES  L.  MILLER  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award,  honoring  the  co-founder  and  longtime  publisher  of  COINage  magazine,  will 
recognize  the  best  numismatic  article  to  appear  in  any  medium,  including  both  numismatic  and 
non-numismatic  magazines,  newspapers  and  Internet  Web  sites.  Submit  three  (3)  copies  or 
printouts  of  an  article  dealing  with  any  subject  related  to  numismatics.  Criteria  include  overall 
reader  appeal,  research  quality  and  writing  excellence.  Articles  submitted  in  this  category^  may 
also  be  submitted  in  other  applicable  categories. 
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51.  Cl.KMKNT  F.  BAILEY  MEMORIAL  AWARD 

This  award  was  endowed  by  Jim  Miller  of  Miller  Magazines  in  memory^  of  an  especially  beloved 
member  of  the  numismatic  writing  community  and  NLG  founder,  Clement  F.  Bailey.  This  award 
recognizes  excellence  among  new  writers  in  numismatics,  whose  first  published  writings 
appeared  during  the  previous  year. 

Nominees  are  supplied  solely  by  numismatic  publishers.

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CHRIS  CONNELL  DIES  AT  6o 


Christopher  T.  “Chris”  Connell,  who  brightened  NLG  Bashes  for  many  years 
with  his  musical  inventiveness  and  cheerful  wit,  died  April  23  at  his  home  in 
Miami,  Okla.  He  was  60. 

Chris  was  best  known  for  his  signature  song,  “I’m  a Coin  Show  Junkie,”  which 
he  performed  at  numerous  Bashes,  inevitably  receiving  lusty  rounds  of  applause. 
But  he  also  regaled  Bashgoers  with  other  clever  musical  compositions, 
strumming  his  guitar  as  he  sang  his  coin-themed  lyrics. 

On  a more  serious  numismatic  level,  Chris  was  an  expert  on  Byzantine 
coinage,  conducting  courses  on  that  subject  at  ANA  summer  seminars, 
presenting  award-winning  exhibits  and  writing  insightful  articles  for  major 
hobby  periodicals,  including  The  Numismatist,  The  Celator  and  COINage. 

He  was  passionate  about  the  need  for  numismatic  knowledge,  serving  as  an  ANA  Young  Numismatists  adult 
adviser  and  later  as  chairman  of  the  ANA’s  YN  Committee.  In  1995,  when  he  ran  unsuccessfully  for  the  ANA 
Board  of  Governors,  he  listed  his  goals  as  “education,  education,  education.”  He  also  was  a former  ANA 
regional  coordinator. 

In  2002,  Chris  accepted  a position  as  museum  collections  manager  for  the  ANA,  overseeing  the 
reorganization  of  more  than  300,000  items  during  his  all-too-brief  service  at  ANA  Headquarters  in  Colorado 
Springs. 

Prior  to  that,  he  was  an  Episcopal  priest,  serving  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey.  His  wife  Susan,  who  survives 
him,  is  also  an  Episcopal  priest.  Other  survivors  include  their  son  Adam  and  daughter  Garie. 

Bashgoers  weren’t  the  only  ones  to  benefit  from  Chris  Connell’s  gifts  as  an  entertainer.  On  the  day  he  died, 
he  spent  the  morning  performing  as  Linus  in  a local  theater  production  of  “You’re  a Good  Man,  Charlie  Brown” 
at  a public  school.  As  his  wife  observed,  he  was  “the  oldest  actor  and  the  youngest  character,  which  was  typical 
for  him.” 

After  returning  home,  he  took  an  afternoon  nap  and  never  woke  up.

THE  HUTT  NUT  SONG 


Back  in  1940,  Americans  were  beguiled 
by  a pleasant  but  pointless  little  ditty  called 
“The  Hut  Sut  Song.”  Its  lyrics  made  little 
sense,  but  it  had  a catchy  tune  and  became 
a big  hit. 

In  the  early  1990s,  I devoted  one  of  my 
annual  NLG  Bash  song  parodies  to  a 
different  kind  of  craziness  - in  what  might 
be  called  “The  Hutt  Nut  Song.”

Australia  has  tolerated  this 
nonsense  as  a harmless  diversion  for  nearly 
four  decades,  but  “Prince  Leonard”  takes  it 
very  seriously,  even  issuing  coins  - and 
selling  them  to  collectors  - in  the  name  of 
his  bogus  government. 

“The  Hut  Sut  Song”  might  have  been  the 
best  vehicle  for  the  parody  - embodying,  as 
it  does,  the  same  sort  of  lunacy.  But  even 
then,  most  Bashgoers  wouldn’t  have  been 
familiar  with  the  original  song,  which 
comes  from  the  same  era  as  “Mairzy  Doats” 
but  has  grown  more  obscure  with  the 
passage  of  time. 

Instead,  I set  my  words  to  the  melody  of 
“Moon  River.”  Now  that  I think  of  it, 
though,  the  word  “lunacy”  comes  from  the 
Latin  word  for  “moon.”  Call  it  serendipity. 

In  any  event,  here’s  what  I wrote  - and 
sang.
